SIONS OF MEANING, 

That in many.cases it is diflicult to ade- 
quately reproduce the text of Shakespeato, 
and, indeed, that of niany other of our 
poots,. in a foreign lungnage, must be ad- 
mitted, althongh the Germans have fro- 
quently been remarkably happy in their 
attempts in thia direction... On a par with 
theso isthe rendering of Cibber’a comedy 
of *Love's Last Shift’ as-'La Dernters 
Chemias de Amour’ (Love's last shirt)~| 
tranalating the title of Congreve’s tragedy : 
‘Phe Mourning Bride,’ by the phrase 
*L'Epouse du Matin,’ (tho Morning Brido) 
andein calling Sir Walter Scott's novel, 
‘The, Brido of Lammormuir,’ ‘La Bride 
de Lammermuir’—‘The Bridle of Lam- 
mermuir,’ . . 

The works..of various’ English - prose 
writara have, in-some places, ‘bean incor- 
rectly translated, owing: to the fact that in 
the original a phrage or word has-been used 
in a purely :tochnioal senss. An English 
historian, referring to an incident in the 
Baven Years’ War, asid’ thet Lord Geeorgs 
Backville was ‘broke’ for cowurdice at the 
battle of Minden, employing this expression 
a3 a synonym-for cashiered. A Frénch 
writer, quoting this pdragraph, ‘tranelated 
the word ‘ broken’ og ‘rouo,’ which means 
broken on-thé wheel; and he appended a 
note to the ‘statement, in which he com- 
mented strongly upon the barbarity ‘of in- 
flicting—for a purely military: offence—a 
punishment which, in France, was reserved 
+g for crimes only of the deepest dys, 
u° Miss Coopet, a daughter of the American 

novelist, states that when in Puris the caw 

a French translation’ of her futher’s tale, 
°“*sThe Spy,’ in which ‘there were several 

mistnkes; but one of them was ‘such that 

it wag almost incredible that any ond could 
possibly have been guilty of it. Tho re- 
sidence of Mr Wharton, one of. the .char-

Now, 
the translator had been evidently ignorant 
of the ‘circumstanco of. thoro being any 
species of trecs bearing thisname.

Not cyn- 
tent with this, ho- inserted a foot-noto  in- 
forming the reader that the ya ubits of Wales 
were of Buch supcriog, favor that they were 
in greit demand in Seotland (the scone. of 
the story), wud consequently they ware for- 
wariled “to that country in considerable 
numbers. Na authori y wan given tar the 
assertion, and it ie prétty ovident that the 
iden of he writer must have been ‘evolved 
from his inner cunscioasn sr.” . . 

Again, a Mousienr Bouchetta, engaged 
iv writing a life of a German author, Jacob 
Boshin, fare in an appendix a list of hia 
works. “neat thesu-was a-erilicism on a 
treatise by Isiah Stirtel, a contemporary 
therlogioal writer. ‘The’ painphlet of Boebm 
was entitled in the original, ‘Reflections 
Upon Isiah Sticful’ “Naw, ia German, the

with a sago shake of the hend—‘O, that’s 
quite in rale in music, as well agin accord- 
anes with proverbial philosophy, * When 
things are at thete worst they alwaya take a 
turn,’ 

After the prepetration of one of hie puns 
ho was aceused of irreverence. While we 
were engaged at whist one evaning a lady 
sented in the background, apart from the 
players (I think it was his tpother), southed 
by the Jall, was indulging ina p acid nap, 
One of the players with noisy ylec auddenly 
banged down the king of trumps ta taka 
the last trick, ‘and thereby: awakened tho 
sleaper, who started up in alfright. 

‘Don't be alarmed!" cxelaimed Dickans, 
‘Yon look awfully like ove of the defunct 
on the Day of Judgment’
